screen large tractor-trailer travels along 
highway the Southwest. old Ford 
approaches from the opposite direction, 
then suddenly veers the left and stops, 
blocking the roadway. the truck 
brakes, green van speeds past the 
right shoulder, pulling off the road into 
the dirt. The van halts cloud dust 
and three men leap out. All are carrying 
automatic rifles, and they dive for cover 
behind the van, flipping off safeties and 
taking careful aim the Ford some 
away. 

This scene was staged, but not im- 
possible. part movie entitled 
ERDA Transportation Safeguards, which 
has been shown state police groups 
more than states and describes the 
work courier teams who accompany 
shipments weapons-grade nuclear ma- 
terials across the US. The couriers, while 
technically civilians, make the core 
federal police force charged with keep- 
ing nuclear materials out unau- 
thorized hands. Says Jim Jones ERDA, 
who handles the liaison efforts with the 
state police forces, like for every 
uniformed officer the country see 
the film and understand what 
about.” The film has not, however, been 
shown ordinary citizens. 

Most the material ERDA transports 
Plant Aiken, S.C. Then shipped, 
usually truck, the Rocky Flats Nu- 
clear Weapons Plant northeast Den- 
ver. There most worked into the 
proper shapes become part war- 
heads for missiles and bombs, which then 
are taken the Pantex plant outside 
Amarillo, Texas. There they are as- 
sembled into actual weapons and war- 
heads. From Pantex the bombs are 


shipped military installations and ports 


all over the country. 

ERDA couriers accompany all ship- 
ments involving more than two kilo- 
five kilograms uranium enriched with 
U-235. (Two kilograms plutonium, 
ingot form, would about the size 
pack ciagarettes.) The Department 
Defense does not take actual custody 
the weapons from ERDA until they are 
delivered the bases. But there are many 
more shipments besides these: nuclear 
warheads become obsolete and need 
reprocessed usually Rocky Flats. There 
are also numerous defense-related re- 


projects use large quan- 


courier guards who ride behind every dangerous cargo pose with their weapons. 


there are non-nuclear objects suffi- 
cient secrecy for instance, mockups for 
new bombs require the same level 
precautions for shipment. more 
than thousand times year, ERDA 
couriers criss-cross the country, carrying 
their secret and dangerous cargoes. 


use armed guards for protec- 
tion nuclear weapons goes back

tionally mark the date. new, 
clear movement called Mobilization for 
Survival was putting down its roots. 

press conferences held Boston, 
Washington, London and Tokyo Aug- 
ust Hiroshima Day, Mobilization for 
Survival announced its four related, 
seemingly awesome, goals. Envisioned 
coalition national and community 
groups committed grassroots organ- 
izing and direct and political action, the 
Mobilization will seek ban nuclear 
weapons, the end nuclear power de- 
velopment, halt the arms race and the 
redirection arms spending human 
needs. Mobilization launched its cam- 
paign that date memorialize the day 
1945 when the Air Force plane 
Enola Gay dropped the first atom bomb 
Hiroshima. 

The statement released the press

“despite more than three decades 
speeches, conferences and treaties, the 
major powers have not taken single ef- 
fective step toward banning nuclear 
weapons.”

smoking, drinking only moderation, 
keeping your weight down, and exercis- 
ing regularly. 

The participants the Belloc-Breslow 
study reported their disabilities and 
symptoms questionnaire. Those who 
lived the health practices were rela- 
tively symptom-free and functional with- 
out serious impairment, into their 70s and 
80s. For instance, with respect exer- 
cise, men who engaged active sports 
had half the mortality rate men who 
exercised little gardened occasionally. 
The lowest death rates for women (again, 
with respect exercise only) were among 
those who swam, gardened otherwise 
exercised regularly, while the highest 
rates death were found those who 


exercised. 


Findings from studies like these can- 
not guarantee the individual better 
health, but they illustrate statistically the 
chances these health practices’ affect- 
ing one’s longevity. Nevertheless, mor- 
got, and the conclusions Belloc’s fol- 
low-up study death rates are persua- 
sive: 45-year-old man whose life re- 
volves around six seven health prac- 
tices can expect live age 78, aver- 
age years longer than those who 
slept little, skipped meals, watched 


rather than exercised, drank lot, and 
poisoned their lungs with cigarettes (they 
can expect die 67). According the 
study, health-practicing women lived 
seven years longer than their less solici- 
tous sisters.

His sang-froid, his promiscuity, 
his control over men, machines and mar- 
tinis these were the stuff dearest fan- 
tasy back 1962, when Dr. No, the first 
the ten Bond films (11, counting 
Casino Royale) was released. Needless 
say, our heroes have changed with the 
times. killer-protagonists are 
haunted loners whose relationships with 
women, any, are disrupted the ugli- 
ness their professions. Even the canni- 
est them falter, age badly or, like Jack 
Gittes Chinatown, wade 
over their heads. the slightly off-color 
world Ian Fleming seemed 
liberating back ‘62, our ‘70s so- 
phistication tells that the real 007 
would impotent, his bed- 
hopping symptomatic tertiary case 
Don Juanism arrested development, 
his violent lifestyle the source ulcers, 
high blood pressure and perhaps alco- 
holism. The real Bond would take bribes. 

Fortunately for The Spy Who Loved 
Me, producer Albert Broccoli well 
aware all this, and plays his latest 
cinematic comic strip strictly for laughs. 
The result dumb but buoyant farce 
replete with double entendres limp 
enough make Mae West grimace, 
pneumatic girls who act save 
lives, unrealistic derring-do and 


nonsensical plot developments. found 


hugely enjoyable, self-parody that al- 
most does for the already spoofy genre 
what Russ Beyond the Valley 
the Dolls did for trashy Hollywood ex- 
poses. Several critics are terribly per- 
turbed that even though Spy has bona 
fide female lead, luscious Russian spy 
(the attractive but inept Barbara Bach) 
only slightly less cunning than 007, the 
film rife with male chauvinism. But 
really, who cares? Even you think most 
non-serious movies can taken seri- 
ously (and certainly do), this one 
exception. now, isn’t indignation over 
retrograde silliness nearly risible 
super-virile image itself?

Movie- 
goers want simple, mindless and rather 
spectacular fun after day the beach, 
say the moguls (pointing the grosses 
for Star Wars and The Deep). And 
what they get here. Fast, exhilarating 
chases skis and cars. Pleasantly 
inane love scenes with stupefying dia- 
logue (Beautiful blonde: “James, 
go, need Bond: does 
England’’). Handsome hardware and gad- 
gets, including car that plays sub- 
marine, motorcycle that plays hydro- 
foil and ski-poles that fire little grenades. 
There are couple swell villains: Curt 
Jurgens (looking uncomfortably like 
Gerald Ford) the wicked shipping ty- 
coon Stromberg, who. wants destroy 
civilization and start all over the under 
the sea, and seven-foot-two Richard Kiel 
something called Jaws, lethal lum- 
mox with big chrome teeth who com- 
bines the silliest, scariest features 
Count Dracula, Frankenstein’s monster, 
and Bruce the shark. Bond-movie vet- 
eran Ken Adam has designed some splen- 
did settings, including Stromberg’s 
malevolent-looking headquarters, which 
rises like some giant octopus from the 
sea. There’s even witty theme song, 
written Marvin Hamlisch and Carole 
Bayer Sager, which has provided Carly 
Simon with her only worthwhile piece. 
since her marriage James Taylor. 
You expect the plot wooly, and 
is, Freed from the strictures 
novel his request that only its title 
used, the filmmakers have devised story 
line even more attenuated than usual. 
stead being annoying, though, this ap- 
proach cuts the fat away. don’t have 
yawn through lengthy explications 
how the gimcracks work how Strom- 
berg arrived such invidiousness.

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authoritative presence, was 
clearly dangerous, hairy, sinewy man 
who sweated when worked and 
probably wasn’t very gentle when bed. 
But Moore lightweight. Far from 
seeming sexual threat, he’s school- 
dreamboat. There’s something soft 
and, yes, even prissy about him. looks 
bit frightened physical action, and 
for the savagery kiss 
substitutes sort epicurean fussiness:

Maybe all the 
book tie-ins and T-shirts the producers 
are bombarding with soon 
added trip package deals that include 
whales, sharks, even The Deep itself 
rest from the traumas urban 
life. 

The latest the new fish school 
filmmaking, Orca goes Jaws one whale 
lot better. Where the shark was just 
dumb and hungry, Orca is, implica- 
tion, superhuman. reverse Moby Dick, 
the great killer whale set avenging 
the killing his pregnant mate. (The 
guilty party Richard Harris.) 

From slide lecture expert Char- 
lotte Rampling learn that the killer 
whale may more intelligent than man. 
(Considering hand for com- 
parison, this isn’t too hard believe.)

may come and but, Noel 
comedies never fail remind 
us, bad manners are here stay. Set 
the milieu 1920s chic-dom (and trans- 
posed here from the English countryside 
that Long Island), Hay Fever peeks 
wild weekend with Easthamp- 
Beautiful Judith Bliss re- 
cently retired popular actress, already 
growing restless her rustic retreat; hus- 
band David stays tucked away his 
study churning out best-selling pulp nov- 
els; and their teenaged children, Simon 
and Sorel, exhibit all the precocious 
worldliness backstage brood. Bored 
with each other’s company 
Simon says, interrupting rueful rem- 
iniscence, being beautiful and sad’’) 
and, decades too early for television, the 
Blisses derive most their excitement 
from house-partying, even though they 
are all constitutionally incapable ex- 
tending the slightest gesture hospital- 


Thus, without much hand with 
the luggage round introductions, 
into this Bliss-ful household tumbles 
awkward assortment weekend guests: 
Sandy Tyrell, strapping young jock 
massage the aging actress’s boundless 
vanity; Myra Arundel, sophis- 
ticated girlfriend, who (as Judith sniffs, 
not without envy) sex like 
shrimping Richard Greatham, 
stuffy diplomat come a-courting Sorel; 
and Jackie Coryton, the brainless Rent-a- 
Flapper summoned David provide 
source material for his work-in-pro- 
gress, The Sinful Woman. 

the tradition best play, 
Private Lives, Hay plot merely 
pretense get this unlikely group to- 
gether and then pair them off various 
combinations engage witty banter. 
And the chaotic atmosphere surround- 
ing the theatrical household often recalls 
The Royal Family. Interestingly enough, 
Coward paints the live-in loonies less 
than lovable: their tactlessness, tantrums 


and. perpetual play-acting are momen- 


tarily entertaining, but the unrelenting 
self-centeredness ultimately unpleas- 
ant and even pathetic. Coward treats the 
bewildered boarders, who tire being 
mocked and manipulated their 
haughty hosts and bolt after breakfast, 
more But the Blisses are

that they scarcely notice their guests’ has- 
departure; the getaway car zooms 
out earshot, they pause briefly, Judith 
murmurs astonished very 
and the family blithely returns 
its bickering. 


Loeb serves delicious, almost 
flawless Hay Fever. Dugald MacAr- 
thur’s direction crisp and clever.- 
supplies the actors with marvelous char- 
acter-setting business; for instance, spite- 
ful Myra responds her rude reception 
plying the family parakeet with puff 
cigarette smoke. The pace brisk but 
never rushed; fact, the most hilarious 
scene features stupefyingly banal con- 
versation between the flapper and the 
diplomat punctuated painfully long 
(and side-splitting) pauses. 

The cast displays admirable en- 
semble spirit with minor individual short- 
comings; Patricia O’Donnell and War- 
ren Kelley, the Bliss kids, need de- 
velop larger repertoire pouts and 
grimaces. But Bertilla Baker plays the 
flapper, Jackie, with the ruined good 
looks and comic flair Madeline Kahn, 
and Joanne Judith presides with 
just the right blend tyranny and inse-

ranting against boredom, attack- 
ing their audiences, calling for the de- 
struction every political and social or- 
ganization and playing with fury that 
recalls the early English rockers, the In- 
fliktors have evolved from rowdy All- 
ston band into the high nihilists Bos- 
ton’s new wave. their two years the 
circuit, the Infliktors 
have kept tenuous hold 
winning them with their primitively fero- 
cious brand rock and losing them with 
intentionally outrageous and violent 
stage antics. Perhaps more than any other 
Boston punk band, they are desperate for 
thrills, matter how cheap dan- 
gerous. the cutting edge Bos- 
ton’s punk scene and the ones least 
likely make it. 

Whether they survive fade de- 
pends, course, this naive on-stage 
lunacy. some times behaving like har- 
dened but likable street urchins, others 
like brats screaming for attention, the 
Infliktors continually lurch 
siveness self-indulgence. During their 
appearance the Inn Square Men’s Bar 
several weeks ago they oscillated wildly. 
Performing songwriter/lead 
singer Lee Ritter tied the micro- 
phone cord like mad dog chain 
prowled the stage and snarled the lyrics 
the nearest nervous person: 


gonna step your face, 
You'll total disgrace, 
yech, 

There’s the door. 

always hated you. 

You suck! 


The song then exploded with Who-like 
frenzy jagged angry steps. Like many 
the Infliktors’ pieces, teases 
the audience with flashes cohesion 
only have the bass (Kit Dennis), drums 
(Garry Cook) and guitar (J.D. Sky) ca- 
reer the next pause, where they come 
together again and then run on. The cres- 
cendo ends abruptly with grunt, and the 
song finishes almost tenderly, with Rit- 
ter singing, feel much better 
expression hatred that began ner- 
vousness and concluded with purga- 
tive sigh, represents the Inflik- 
tors their best. For all its anger, there 
Ritter’s voice, were apologizing. 

But with the final song the night, 
“At Foy Man Si,” the band destroyed 
whatever hold had the audience.

and kidneys, which landed with horrible 
splats the floor and tables. That was 
the end. Stunned, the stariding-room- 
only crowd didn’t make sound. 


hint irony justified such as- 
sault the audience. wasn’t the grue- 
someness the acts (they don’t compare 
with Iggy Pop’s self-inflicted lacera- 
tions, for instance), but their unrelieved 
hostility which implied that the Inflik- 
tors are simply spoiled. They want both 
ways: cheered their fans well 
attack them. Such destructive antics 
can only overshadow their raw material, 
which has been steadily improving over 
the last two years. They easily have de- 
cent album’s worth their present reper- 
toire, including which 
mundane habit swells into psychodrama; 
“You Remember hard, straight- 
forward rock that focuses perfectly 
helpless anger; and hommage 
the French surrealist and, recently, 
Datsun salesman. 

The rough transitions and poorly de- 
fined melody lines the early Infliktors’ 
songs are disappearing. And though Rit- 
voice fragile, has brash, almost 
maniacal edge. (Dennis has the purest 
and most traditional voice the band, 
especially his delightfully cocky ver- 
but the group has yet find way 
effectively incorporate his smooth- 
ness their attack.) Instrumentally, 
however, the band revolves around Sky’s 
lead guitar. His impulsive, basically 
improvisational style can bite through 
hard-driving rhythms purr delicately 
when the band coasts low volume. 
More than the others senses the need 
between the band’s pose and its music. 

far, however, the Infliktors unit 
have only stumbled upon this ironic ten- 
sion and the concomitant limited. suc- 
cess, Too frequently they cross over from 
nihilism self-destruction. Unless they 
recognize the difference between violent 
despair and despairing violence, they will 
find they have place either philo- 
would the final shame all, for 
they’re not the best new-wave band 
Boston, close.

suppose justice prevailed would

new Fletcher Henderson album, and 
commercial record company, not the gov- 
performing arts office, would 
releasing this indispensable survey. 
But Henderson titles exactly been 
flooding the reissue market recently (with 
the exception last year’s Bluebird two- 
fer). Relegated the status esoterica, 
some best dance music avail- 
able only (if all) scholarly retrospec- 
tives where each three-minute fox trot 
hung like Old Master museum. 

Fletcher Hamilton Henderson (1897- 
1952) led the first great orchestra jazz 
history, employing seemingly endless 
array first-rate soloists and perfecting 
the ensemble approach that spawned 
the swing era the late ‘30s. Because 
was black, uncharismatic and diffident 
leader (by most reports was neither 
disciplinarian nor businessman), com- 
mercial success eluded him. Thanks 
Benny Goodman, who became 
superstar playing such Henderson ar- 
rangements Porter and 
“Down South Camp 
then the re-formed Henderson or- 
chestra was unable challenge its own 
imitators. 

Henderson gained belated revenge 
sorts through his latter-day chroniclers, 
who have cast him archetypical 
victim racism and commercialization. 
Study Frustration: The Fletcher 
Henderson Story (Columbia), producer 
Frank Driggs’s four-record 1961 monu- 


ment, remains American model 
meticulous reissuing. The boxed set, now 
out print, includes the perform- 
ances the Smithsonian album. The ul- 
timate exhaustive documentation, 
however, Hendersonia: The Music 
Fletcher Henderson and his Musicians, 
Walter 
which includes biographical narrative, 
excerpts from press clippings, repro- 
duced posters, recording information, 
lists all known appearances and such 
minutiae the artists who preceded and 
followed each Henderson session. (My 
favorite Hendersonia entry: the is- 
sued take (of “How Doin’, 
Hey Hey,” vocalist Harlan Lattimore) 
‘Oh gee baby shaw.’ but

Jazz critic and Smithsonian field re- 
searcher J.R. Taylor has done excel- 
lent though less copious job summar- 
izing Henderson’s life and music the 
liner notes Developing American 
Orchestra. His view the band parallels 
those Driggs and Gunther Schuller. 
All identify the Henderson group 1923 
and early ‘24 adept but rhythmically 
stiff. Though contained the best jazz 
players New York could not match 
the crackling blues coming out New 
Orleans. When Louis Armstrong joined 
late 1924, both the band and the rest 
Manhattan were awed his rhythmic 
mastery, and emotional 
complexity. first great soloist, 
Armstrong reshaped the approach 
many the group’s musicians (espec- 
ially Coleman Hawkins, until then slap- 
tongue specialist tenor sax). Don Red- 
man, chief arranger and 
leader the reed section, also learned 
from Armstrong. Realizing that the 
band’s newly confident soloists required 
more appropriate settings, Redman pro- 

uced scores stressing unison passages, 
reed-and-brass contrasts, composed 
breaks and airier sounds trio clari- 
nets, for instance). After Armstrong de- 
parted late 1925, Redman and the 
others continued grow Stam- 
pede,” “Snag It,” and soon 
emerged the most advanced ensemble 
the East Coast. 


Henderson and his men began 
move away from busily vir- 
tuosic writing style after the arranger left 
front Cotton Pickers 
1927. The band’s new “head” arrange- 
ments (created collectively and kept 
their heads) emphasized simple riffs and 
antiphonal interaction the horn sec- 
tions. Alto saxophonist Benny Carter 
(with the group from 1928 1931) re- 
worked the rhythmic flow Arm- 
solos several buoyant charts, 
while Fletcher and his brother Horace 
polished the swaggering riffs and shout- 
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ueur for white swing bands. The tech- 
niques worked well per- 
formances like Loves 
and “New King Porter Stomp,” but 
1936 the inherent limitations swing 
were making themselves felt increas- 
ingly formulaic arrangements. 

The only difficulty with this orthodox 
view problem that Taylor acknow- 
ledges its emphasis arrangers 
the expense the soloists; was the so- 
loists, not the writers, who were the true 
heart the Henderson band.
